Carter Summitry 
Seen Possibility 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Carter has begun a sweeping review of 
U.S. intelligence operations amid 
reports that more than half a dozen 
past and present foreign 
leaders 
received secret payments from the 
CIA

Brandt of West Germany, Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam , Joino 
Kenyatta of Kenya, Joseph Mobuto of 
Zaire and Forbes Burnham of Guyana

manuscript as recipients of CIA funds, 
according to sources who have seen 
the manuscript. 
Cypriot Archbishop Makarios and 
the Tibetian Dalai I .ama also have 
received secret payments, according 
to the Washington Post. 
Tile CIA several years ago went to 
court to block former intelligence 
officials Victor Marchetti and John I). 
Marks from revealing the names of 
foreign leaders who have received 
secret payments in their 1974 book 
“ The CIA and the Cult of Intelligence.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - Western 
diplomats are talking about the 
possibility of President Carter visiting 
some key European capitals if two 
springtim e summit meetings in 
london can be arranged. 
U.S. officials reported the idea is 
now in the talking — not the planning 
— stage with nothing definite for either 
of the conferences. 
Nonetheless, the officials said this 
much is certain: 
—There is to be a summitlevel 
meeting of m ajor industrialized 
nations, including Japan, in london on 
a date yet to be agreed. Current 
thinking suggests a two-or three-day 
session on economic and probably 
political affairs may be held during the 
first week of May. Carter already has 
signaled his willingness to attend those 
important talks, surces said. 
—Then on May IO and ll in london 
there is to be a meeting of the North 
Atlantic Council to be attended by 
NATO foreign ministers and possibly 
also by heads of those member- 
govemments willing to come. 
A presidential decision to participate 
almost certainly, officials suggested, 
would attract most of Carter’s fellow- 


leaders w ith the probable exception of 
French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing. 
In 1975 Giscard made a political 
spectacle of absenting hunself from 
that last NATO summit. On that oc­ 
casion in Brussels he journeyed from 
Paris to attend a state banquet given 
by Belgium’s king for the visiting 
heads of government, but then left 
without appearing at the NATO 
sessions. 
U.S. and Allied European officials 
said it’s not proving easy to achieve 
the coordination needed to get all the 
chiefs of government — minus Giscard 
— together for the NATO meeting. 
There would be 14 of them and each 
has pressing political commitments at 
home. Yet all realize, officials said, a 
display of unity and sense of common 
purpose would boost NATO morale. 
One possibility being discussed witin 
the administration, sources said, is 
that if NATO does meet at top level it 
would give the president a chance 
between the two summit conferences 
to visit certain key European capitals. 
These were not identified. But plainly 
Paris, Bonn and West Berlin would 
need to be considered.

Ohio School Districts 
Fight Gas Shortage

One school district has been notified 
that its gas will be shut off completely 
for the rest of the winter while others 
are doing the best they can on limited 
supplies. State education officials say 
the overall picture is bleak. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio Friday gave 
Mansfield City Schools a five-day 
warning that gas would be shut off 
Feb. 25 until the end of the winter 
heating season because the system has 
exceeded its allocation. 
The system was closed a total of 20 
days this year for energy-related 
reasons, but had opened Tuesday 
despite restrictions from the gas 
company. 
Conversion of five of the 25 buildings 
4 to alternative fuel is under way. 
Officials say all students may use the 
converted buildings through split 
sessions.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - More 
than 25 names have been submitted to 
the State Board of Education for the 
soon to be vacated state superin­ 
tendent’s position, Robert E. Williams, 
chairman of the board’s selection 
committee, says.

for 
nominations. 
“ We set the date rather arbitrarily 
so we would know how many persons 
we’ll have to choose from,” Williams 
said. 
“ We’re 
seeking 
nominations 
from almost anyone. 
We’re very 
determined to make this an open 
process." 
“ We’ve received about IOO letters,” 
he said. 
State School Supt. Martin W. Essex, 
who has held the position IO years, 
announced he will retire March 15. 
“ The board feels that selection of a 
new superintendent is one of the most 
important things it does,” Williams 
said. “ It is quite possible that will will 
not be able make a determination 
within the time frame and it may be 
necessary to appoint an acting 
superintendent.” 
“ The selection committee probably 
will be meeting within IO days to 
discuss the nominations and set 
interviews," Williams said. 


State Supt, for Public Instruction 
Martin W. Essex, who accompanied 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes to Texas this

returned to Columbus with little op­ 
timising 
“ The gas 
situation 
is not

proving,” he said. 
“ I don’t have the authority to order 
it, but I think we have reached the 
point we must go to triple shifts in 
schools which can be operated on 
electricity, fuel oil or coal,” Essex 
said. 
Essex said emergency out-of-school 
programs such as attempted in 
Columbus cannot, in his opinion, be 
continued into March. 
The Columbus public and Catholic 
school systems have been conducting 
classes in restaurants, bars, stores, 
homes and other makeshift locations, 
and 
providing 
instruction 
via 
television, radio and newspaper since 
they were forced to close Feb. 7 
because of natural gas curtailments. 
' The attitudes of parents, teachers 
and students in these programs has 
been 
exem plary, 
exceeding 
everybody’s anticipation,” Essex said. 
“ But this isn’t really serving the 
purpose,” he added. “ You can get in 
an hour (of instruction) here and an 
hour there but you can never fulfill the 
school program that way.” 
Dayton Power &. Light Co. has been 
able to produce gas for some school 
districts it had cut off through a 
propane vaporization process.

"W e had 
to double Kenyatta’s stipend because 
he was using it all up himself," he said. 
Sources who have seen the deleted 
portions of Marchetti’s book said 
Brandt, Kenyatta and Hussein were 
cited along with Thieu, Mobutu and 
Burnham as examples of “ cases in 
which the CIA’s relationship with the 
local head of state was so special that 
the American ambassador was not 
informed of any of the details.” 
Mobutu is still president of Zaire and 
Burnham is still prime minister in the 
South American nation of Guyana. 
Thieu was president of South Vietnam 
until it was overrun by the North 
Vietnamese in 1975. 
Utility Data Shows No Big Profits 


CINCINNATI (A P ) — The city of 
Cincinnati once again has a namesake 
on the high seas after brief ceremonies 
at Newport News, Va., to christen a 
new attack submarine. 
Die Cincinnati is one of 39 boats 
scheduled to be built as part of the 
Navy’s efforts to convert its attack 
submarines to an all-nuclear force. 
It will be the fourth boat to bear the 
name, dating back to the 1860s when 
the first Cincinnati was the lead ship in 
an operation aimed at splitting the 
Confederacy. It was sunk during that 
operation, but later raised and 
returned to service where it joined in 
the attack on Vicksburg. 
Die second Cincinnati was launched 
in 1892 and continued its service until it 
was decommissioned at New Orleans 
in 1919. 
F in a lly, there was the cruiser 
Cincinnati commissioned in 1924, 
which was based at Pearl Harbor from 
April 1940 until March 1941 when it was 
returned to the Atlantic Ocean where it 
patrolled and provided convoy escort 
after the oubreak of the war. 
'Hie current Cincinnati is nuclear 
propelled. 360 feet long and weighs 
6,900 tons. It is designed specifically to 
"provide the 
speed 
necessary 
to 
counter the new classes of Soviet high 
speed submarines,” according to a 
Navy spokesman. 
The attack submarines, called the 
I>os Angeles class, are “ the only 
weapons system capable of operating 
long periods of time in waters under 
enemy air and surface control,” the 
Navy said. 
The submarine was christened by 
Nancy Keating, wife of the President 
of The Cincinnati Enquirer Wiliam J. 
Keating. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Although 
some figures were based on projec­ 
tions, Ohio’s four largest natural gas 
companies have reported to the Public 
Utilities Commission that they are not 
making profits greater than those 
allowed by law. 
The 
reports 
Friday 
were 
in­ 
conclusive- based on projections for 
February and March, the last two of 
the five-month heating season which 
began last Nov. I. 
They also failed to take into con­ 
sideration additional volumes of 
natural 
gas 
that 
may 
become 
available in the closing weeks of the 
severe winter period. 
Generally, the companies reported 
big increases in receipts during the 
first 
three 
heating 
months— 
November, December, and January- 
but said those gains will Ik* wiped out 
by lower February and March con­ 
sumption resulting from curtailed 
supplies. 
PUCO Chairman C. Luther Heck­ 
man requested Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
Inc., East Ohio Gas Co., Dayton Power 
& Light Co., and Cincinnati Gas & 


Electric Co., to determine if the un­ 
precedented demand for natural gas 
was resulting in profits greater than 
those allowed by law. 
The three-member commission 
approves rate structures of the 
utilities, designed to guarantee them a 
“ fair and reasonable” return on their 
investments. However, the agency has 
trouble 
monitoring 
“ on 
going’’ 
situations such as the current one, a 
member pointed out 
Conunissioner David C. Sweet noted, 
for instance, that the present in­ 
vestigation is limited to actual figures 
only for the months of November 
through January, while the com­ 
mission must rely on projections for 
February and March. 
The companies actual rate per­ 
formance for the latter two months 
will not be available until around the 
middle of April, after they complete 
audits for the first quarter of calendar 
1977. 
“ It appears that no excess is there,” 
said Heckman, after receiving the 
figures in a commision staff report. 
Howevver, he said the commission will 


continue to monitor the profits 
situation. 


For the first three months of the 
season, Columbia showed profits $31.8 
million greater than it had projected in 
its budget However, it estimated a 
decrease from budget projections for 
February and March totaling $32.8 
million. 


Figures from East Ohio showed a 
profit increase for the entire five 
month period, 
based partly 
on 
projections, of $11 million. However, 
the hike was due in part to a rate in­ 
crease, and it was estimated East 
Ohio’s net income will fall by $6.4 
million in the remainder of 1977. 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric’s showed 
greater than anticipated income for 
the first three months of $15.9 million, 
but it was estimated that during 
February and March, there will be a 
decline of $15.4 million. 
Dayton Power & light's report, 
partly projected over five months, 
showed expected net income liad been 
$87.8 million, while it listed a figure for 
the end of March of $88 million. 
Toxic Chemical Threatens Cities 


CINCINNATI (A P) - A 75mile-long 
spill of a toxic chemical, believed 
discharged in West Virginia, is flowing 
down the Ohio River and threatening 
water 
supplies 
as 
far 
south 
as 
louisville, Ky. 


Public officials urged people to boil 
all drinking water. 


Joseph Harrison, chief of water 
supply at Chicago’s Environmental 
Protection Agency branch, said the 
chemical — carbon tetrachloride — 
can damage the liver and has caused 
cancer in laboratory animals. 


“ If you drink it, you probably won’t 
be acutely affected right away. Diere 
is a risk, it could cause cancer even­ 
tually. It’s a high risk," Harrison said. 


“ We have a good idea at this point 
what company is the source,” said 
James Manwaring, EPA director in 
Philadelphia, but he declined to 
identify the firm. 
He said that carbon tetrachloride 
was found in three discharge pipes of 
the 
FMC 
Corp. 
plant 
in 
South 
Charleston, W .Va., one of four 
producers of the chemical in that area. 
FMC was the only one of the four 
plants that refused to allow EPA in­ 
spectors to make tests Feb. 8. FMC did 
agree to testing Friday during a 
federal district court hearing at 
Parkersburg, W.Va., Manwaring said. 
The other three plants — Diamond 
Shamrock, Pittsburgh Plate Glass and 
Allied Chemical Co. — all agreed to 
discharge tests after the chemical 
began showing up downstream in 
drinking water at Huntington, W.Va., 
Manwaring said. He said tests at the 
three plants showed no discharge of 
the toxic chemical. 
FMC spokesman Bill Currey said: 
“ Reports 
linking 
FM C ’s 
South 
Charleston 
operation to 
carbon 
tetrachloride problems in the Ohio 
River have not been confirmed by 
FM C 
plant 
officials 
in 
South 
Charleston. No major spill of carbon 
tetrachloride has been recorded at the 
plant.” 
Manwaring said tests on the Kanawa 
River a tributary of the Ohio, up­ 
stream from the four plants showed no 
trace of the chemical. 
“ However, downstream we found 
150 parts per billion last Friday, Feb. 
ll. That is up from IO parts per billion 
from two days before,” he said. 
“ We have not confronted any firm 
with the evidence because the testing

is not complete,” Manwaring said.

Julian 
Carroll’s press secretary, said that 
because carbon tetrachloride is 
particularly toxic when combined with 


certain drugs, the order applied 
“ especially to persons with liver or 
kidney ailments and to persons using 
alcohol or barbiturates.” 
At Portsmouth and Ironton, in Ohio, 
officials telephoned warnings to places 
where people congregated, such as 
restaurants, hotels and basketball 
games. 
“ We have to take precautions,” said 
James Tipton, a Portsmouth public 
utilities spokesman. “ We’ve got no 
time to make tests. We hate to alarm 
people, but we’re going to have to do 
just that for their own safety.” 
Funding For Cities 
To Be Rechanneled 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A major 
program of aid to the cities is being 
expanded and revamped by the Carter 
administration to channel more money 
to the poorest and neediest com­ 
munities. 


Officials of the 
Department 
of 
Housing and Urban Development 
disclosed 
Friday 
that 
the 
ad­ 
ministration proposes to expand the 
program by spending $4 billion in the 
fiscal year beginning next October, 
compared to $3.2 billion in the current 
fiscal year. Former President Gerald 
R. Ford had proposed spending $3.5 
billion in the next fiscal year. 


One source familiar with Carter’s 
urban proposal said the additional 
funds, coupled with new features to 
benefit the needy, should be received 
warmly in the big cities, particularly 
those in financial distress. He added 
that some smaller towns probably will 
be a 
little less enthusiastic 
and 
counties may be the coolest toward the 
changes. 


Known 
as 
the 
Community 
Development Program, it provides 
money to more than 2,500 cities, 
.suburbs and rural towns and about IOO 
counties. Die program is the principal 
funding mechanism in HUD for urban 
development, merging such former 
programs as Model Cities and urban 
renewal 
used 
by 
previous 
ad­ 
ministrations. 
HUD 
officials 
said 
the 
ad­ 
ministration also favors extending the 
program, which began in 1974, for 
three more years. Funding would be 
$4.2 billion for the fiscal year that 
begins Oct. 1,1978, and $4.5 billion for 
the following year. 
Diese proposals are expected to be 
made public next week when Carter 
announces his amendments to Ford’s 
requested budget, and HUD Secretary 
Patricia Harris is scheduled to testify 
on the program before a House sub­ 
committee on Tuesday.

partially 
disclosed at a meeting between HUD 
officials and city officials who belong 
to the National league of Cities. 
Carl Riedy, one of Mrs. Harris’ 
deputies, said the adm inistration 


wants to make sure communities help 
poor people with the money they 
receive under the ad. 
British Leader 
Anthony 
Crosland Dies 


LONDON (A P) — British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland, an ar­ 
ticulate 
and 
sometimes 
un­ 
conventional socialist who was hard at 
work trying to solve the Rhodesia 
crisis when he collapsed with a stroke 
last Sunday, died early today at the 
age of 58. 


'Die Foreign Office announced that 
Crosland, who had been in a coma 
since Monday, “ died peacefully" at 
Oxford Radcliffe Infirmary. 


“ Mrs. Crosland was with him at the 
bedside 
when he died,” the 
an­ 
nouncement said. “ Her family is with 
her.” 


Crosland, who became foreign 
secretary last April, had been engaged 
in the most vital work of his political 
career just before his stroke. 


He was coordinating efforts to obtain 
black majority rule in the rebel British 
colony of Rhodesia, he was negotiating 
the fishing lunits of Europe’s offshore 
waters, and he was chairing Common 
Market 
m inisters’ 
meetings 
in 
Brussels. 


Crosland had gone out for a walk last 
Sunday before returning to his Oxford 
country home to settle down to work on 
papers on Ithodesia. 


“ Susan, something has happened,” 
he told his wife. 


He was rushed to the hospital where 
his condition rapidly worsened in what 
doctors called a “ progressive stroke.” 
He had been listed as dangerously ill 
since Monday. 
Fam ily sources said he suffered 
“ m assive 
brain 
damage” 
and 
government officials said his condition 
ruled out brain surgery.

Warren, and Scriber L, Fauver, R-54 
Elyria, filed their bill Friday in the 
House clerk's office. It will be formally 
introduced Tuesday when lawmakers 
return from their long President's Day 
holiday weekend. 
Their bill will be making its second 
appearance in the House, having been 
scrapped there last .session amidst the 
emotionalism that accompanied the 
highly publicized Karen Quinlan ease 
in New Jersey, among others. 
Under the legislation, a physician 
could certify death if a person has 
experienced an irreversible cessation 
of spontaneous respiratory and cir­ 
culatory functions. 
If life support systems were being 
used to m aintain breathing and 
heartbeat, the physician would certify 
death only if the patient experienced 
irreversible cessation of brain func­ 
tions. 
The Nader-Fauver bill would give 
Ohio for the first tim e a legal definition 
of death, replacing present statutes 
which require decisions be made on a 
“case by case” basis. 
In effect, it would determine when 
the state would step aside to permit 
disconnection of life support systems. 
The two lawm akers stressed that their 
legislation would not allow euthanasia, 
or mercy killing. 
Nader and Fauver introduced their 
last measure following publicity of the 
Quinlan girl, who remained alive after 
a court finally allowed disconnection of 
life support systems. There also had 
been a sim ilar problem in Elyria 
where a boy was sustained several 
days before death was declared 
legally. 
F auver noted th at the E lyria 
youngster was kept on the systems 
after a physician reported he had 
suffered complete loss of brain func­ 
tions and stood no chance of recovery. 
“ In the meantime, the family and 
community went through total agony,” 
he said. 
Nader and Fauver noted that after 
national attention 
focused on the 
Quinlan case in 1975, C alifornia 
enacted a “ right to die” statute, and 
that 16 other states have started to 
consider such legislation. 
“ This is a highly complex and 
delicate m atter, but not one that we 
should avoid indefinitely,” Fauver 
said.

“ We had a little bit of buffet,” said 
pilot Fitzhugh Fulton Jr., referring to 
a .shaking effect caused by the bulky 
sh u ttle ’s disturbance of air flow 
around the 747’s tail. Two vertical 
stabilizers had been added to the tail to 
improve control of the jumbo. 
But he emphasized that the shaking 
was not serious and caused no more 
vibration than usual when wing flaps 
are lowered for landing. 
As the 747 climbed, turned, banked 
and flew at various power settings, 
instruments carried in the modified 
airliner’s cabin sent data to the control 
center on how both planes were 
responding. 
Hie shuttle, scheduled for use in 
1979, is named after the spaceship in 
the Star Trek television series and is 
designed for rocket launches into earth 
orbit and a saving of millions of dollars 
over previous oneshot space vehicles. 
Although the piggyback combination 
had previously been tested only in taxi 
tests which did not involve actual 
flight, Fulton said he felt no ap­ 
prehension when the flight began at 
precisely 8.30a.in. Friday.

But it is ironic that such surgery 
should be gaining in popularity now, 
during an era when the American 
standard of nose beauty has changed. 
No longer are the button-nose, one­ 
time symbol of cutie-pieness, or the 
patrician nose, long the symbol of 
facial aristocracy, the noses to 
emulate. 
With liberation, we have entered the 
age of the substantial proboscis - the 
nose that strongly leads, rather than 
the nose that casts a small, graceful 


shadow on the upper lip. 
Said a spokesman for the cosmetic 
house, “We are now trying to ac­ 
centuate uniqueness in the face which 
give it character. The standardized 
‘pretty’ face is out. Black is beautiful. 
White is beautiful. Yellow is beautiful. 
Strength and character are beautiful. 
Walter Matthau and Barbra Streisand 
noses have replaced June Allyson 
noses. 
Ringo 
Starr 
is 
pretty. 
Everyone’s asset is the most promient 
feature on the face.” 
A talented writer-director named 
James Eiler agreed. 
Eiler studied noses throughout 
history, in preparation for authoring a 
musical version of “Pinocchio” a few 
years ago, and was fascinated that 
American culture had finally come to 
accept what other civilizations long 
have considered vital.

NEW YORK (AP) - For the second 
time in two years and the lith since 
1959, Ma Bell has nourished her brood, 
now numbering nearly three million 
shareholders, with a dividend in­ 
crease. 
The 
American 
Telephone 
& 
Telegraph Co., which operates the 
system, announced Wednesday that 
the new quarterly dividend would be 
$1.05 a share, or $4-20 a year, a return 
of nearly 6.5 per cent a year. 
At that rate — and don’t forget, 
many people bought in at much lower 
prices and so have higher effective 
returns — the loyalty of shareholders 
in the nation’s largest corporate 
concern has been rew arded and 
preserved. 
A high return is considered wise 
these days by managers of blue chip 
corporations, because they must 
protect 
them selves against the 
competition of high interest rates in 
banks and bonds. 
John D. deButts, chairman, made it 
perfectly clear he understood his 
shareholders’ yearning not just for 
security and long-term growth, but for 
something right now, for immediate 
income. 
AT&T strives to keep the family 
happy. “It is upon our ability to 
maintain continuing investor interest 
in our business that our long-term 
service 
capability 
ultim ately 
depends,” said deButts. 
A happy brood, that is, means a 
happy hen. About a fifth of AT&T’s 
shareholders participate in a dividend 
reinvestment plan that funnels the 
dividends right back into more shares 
to finance growth. 
Ma Bell’s happy family is also in­ 
fluential. When the dividend increase 
was announced at double what many 


analysts had expected it prompted a 
lot of institutions and individuals to 
call their brokers. 
Prices rose 
generally. 
In fact, AT&T’s dividends appear to 
have more influence on the market 
than AT&T’s extraordinary earnings, 
which totaled $3.83 billion last year, a 
22 per cent increase over the $3.15 
billion earned in 1975. 
But there are problems with such 
numbers: They are so large as to 
almost lose meaning. What do you 
compare them to? 
The company has close to a million 
employes, more than 120 million 
telephones installed and, based on a 
1975 average, probably will be han­ 
dling close to 500 million messages a 
day this year. 
It is only by breaking down AT&T’s 
numbers that we can appreciate the 
significance — the $4.20 a share in 
dividends, the more than $6 a share in 
earnings, the $65 price for each of 607.5 
million shares outstanding. 
Not everyone, however, is happy 
about AT&T’s numbers. A good many 
customers this week are irritated that 
telephone rates should rise while the 
company reports such healthy earn­ 
ings and dividends.

“Did you know, for example, that 
noses actually shaped history?” he 
asked. “ Ancient records show that the 
Hittites became great warriors after 
centuries of being teased by neigh­ 
boring tribes about their long, crooked 
noses. They liked their noses, of 
course, arid were infuriated by the 
taunts of their pug-proboscised neigh­ 
bors. Gradually, they turned from 
being docile peoples into being a 
feared and respected branch of 
civilization. All in defense of their 
noses.” 
And, of course, Cleopatra had a 
protruding nose that apparently was 
sufficiently substantial to mold her 
agressive personality. A scholar 
named 
Pascal 
wrote, 
“ Had 
Cleopatra’s nose been but a trifle 
smaller, many men might have lived 
and the whole aspect of the world 
would have been altered.” 
According to Eiler, Napoleon was 
another nosy human being. “Napoleon 
believed, rightly or wrongly, that the 
size and shape of a man’s nose was a 
reliable guide to his character, and he 
chose his highest officers largely on 
that basis.” 
In some parts of medieval Europe, 
research shows, a large nose was 
regarded as a sign of enormous 
passion. 
One French king ordered his protrait 
retouched, with a longer nose inserted 
into it, so that the ladies at court would 
recognize and appreciate his romantic 
nature. 
“This also helps to explain the 
B orgias’ unique punishment for 
adultery,” said Eiler. “ Convicted 
adulterers - unless they were Borgias - 
had a bit of their noses cut off. 
“The passion concept persists also in 
‘Cyrano de Bergerac,’ of course. That 
great play revolves around the largest 
and most misshapen nose in literature. 
But remember that Cyrano had the 
soul of a great lover, even though in 
face-to-face encounters with women, 
the nose kept getting in his way.” 
In 
more 
modern 
tim es, 
physiognomists agree with Napoleon 
and Rostand (who wrote “Cyrano” ) 
that a person’s nose is a clue to his 
personality. Or so Eiler maintained. 
“A long and prominent nose is 
believed to indicate firmness and 
trustw orthiness. A flatter, more 
receding nose is said to be a symbol of 
obstinacy. A pointed nose is said to 
denote a jealous disposition, and an 
upturned nose shows a zest for living.” 
Are these personality assumptions 
the result of scientific studies? I asked 
Eiler. 
His nose seemed to flatten and 
recede as he replied, “Absolutely 
not!” 
Eiler agreed that the trend today is 
back toward the past. We have 
abolished the old Hollywood stan­ 
dards, which called for insignificance 
in mid-face, and Americans are finally 
getting it through their thick skulls 
(another unique feature) that beauty is 
not only skin deep and in the eyes of the 
beholder - it is also unclassifiable. 
The forthright nose that once raised 
eyebrows now raises respect. 
So think twice before calling a 
surgeon and having your nose cur­ 
tailed. 
A large nose is a sign of character. 
Unless you really must - don’t blow it.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by le tte r I Colem an, M D. 


Is glaucoma related to cataracts of 
the eye? Can they both happen at the 
same time? 
Mr. T.O., N.Y. 
Dear Mr. O.: 
They are two totally diffemt and 
unrelated conditions. A cataract is a 
cloudiness of the lens of the eye. When 
this cloudiness progresses to the point 
of “maturity,” light does not penetrate 
through the lens and interferes with 
vision. 
Glaucoma is an increase in the 
amount of luid within the eyeball itself. 
This increased pressure within the 
eye, when undetected and untreated, 
can be responsible for blindness. 
There 
are 
many 
excellent 
techniques by which the early signs of 
cataract are detected. Once it has been 
established that a cataract is forming, 
the patient is kept under constant 
supervision until the ideal time for 
surgery is determined. 
Few fields in medicine and surgery 
have made as many remarkable ad­ 
vances as those made in operations on 
the eyes. Surgery for cataract is 
becoming safer, with greater and 
greater assuracne of maintaining good 
vision. 
No examination of the eye is ever 
considered to be complete without 
testing the tension within the eyevall 
for the earliest detection of glaucoma. 
This, 
simply 
perform ed 
by 
a 
tonometer, has saved the vision of 


thousands of people who might 
otherwise not have known of the 
existence of glaucoma. 
Glaucoma can be treated medically 
or surgically, depending on the kind of 
glaucoma nad its severity. 


Is cirrhosis of the liver always 
caused by alcohol? I am a mild 
drinker. Whenever I mention that I 
have cirrhosis I seem to get a raised 
eyebrow, intimating that I’m a boozer. 
Mr. B. E., Calif. 
Dear Mr. E.: 
Cirrhosis of the liver is often 
mistankenly identified as the exclusive 
disease of the alcoholic. Certainly, 
alcohol plays a dominant role in its 
production. Yet obstruction of the bile 
ducts, the aftermath of viral hepatitis, 
severe m alnutrition, long-standing 
heart disease, or drug intoxication 
may also because cirrhosis of the liver. 
Cirrhosis is a chronic disease that 
changes the architecture of the liver 
and interferes with its proper function. 
Many new and exacting tests can now 
pinpoint the cause of cirrhosis. When 
these causes are determined and 
eliminated, the progress of the con­ 
dition can be curtailed. 


It is my feeling that illness is a 
private possession. I see no reason why 
you need to publicize your illness, 
especially since it creates these 
problems for you.

Dear Editor: 
As Heart Month continues, I wish to 
speak about a matter concerning all of 
us in Pickaway County, the coronary 
care-intensive care unit planned to 
open at Berger Hospital in April. We 
are fortunate in Circleville that the 
immediate care for the person suf­ 
fering a heart attack is given by well 
trained, active volunteers in our 
Em ergency Medical Team 
who 
provide on the spot emergency care. 
The heart attack victim is then taken 
to Berger Hospital Emergency Room 
where very competent professional 
resuscitation is given by the ER 
personnel guided by either the on duty 
ER physician or the patient’s family 
physician. 
The next step is where the problem 
arises. Currently, we are forced to 
transport coronary patients and other 
patients requiring intensive care by 
ambulance to Columbus or other 
facilities. The statistics show that in 
1975, 344 persons died in Pickaway 
County, 198 or 57.6 per cent were 
secondary to cardivascular disease. I 
wonder how many more victims of 
heart attack could be saved by 
avoiding this transport at such a 
critical time in the treatment process. 
The only obstacle to opening the 


coronary unit is the lack of registered 
nurses willing to work there. The 
wages paid will be equal to or better 
than the other community hospitals in 
the area except for the federally 
funded VA facility. The administration 
at Berger Hospital is actively working 
to re-open the 
unit. 
They have 
demonstrated this in many ways but 
especially by their willingness to fund 
a coronary care training course for 
registered nurses jointly with the 
Pickaway County Branch of the 
American Heart Assn. 
They have planned an excellent unit 
into the new addition of our hospital. 
We are still short of RNs for the 
training course which starts Feb. 21. 
Enough nurses taking this course and 
then agreeing to work in the unit will 
insure its opening in April. The 
alternative is to continue to risk the 
lives of the people in this county in 
transport to other facilities.

executives. Motions to reduce the 
sentences of 30 other executives are 
pending. 
The judge said he considered each 
case individually and gave no reason 
for the reductions in sentences. 
He said any of those executives 
sentenced to serve five days or longer 
could continue their business during 
the day, spending only the night in 
Chicago’s federal correctional center. 
Parsons said the executives must 
report to the center to begin ser­ 
ving their sentences before Feb. 28.

indicted 
50 
executives of cardboard box and paper 
box companies a year ago on charges 
of fixing prices from 1960 to 1964. Of 
those, 48 pleased no contest and two 
pleaded not guilty and were acquitted.

Irish Coffee 
Cream: rich as an Irish brogue 
Coffee: strong as a friendly hand 
Sugar: sweet as the tongue of a 
rogue 
Whiskey: smooth as the wit of the 
land 


Heat a stemmed whiskey goblet. 
Pour in one shot of Irish whiskey — the 
only whiskey with the smooth taste and 
full body to make this beverage 
satisfactorily. 
Add 
two 
coffee- 
spoonsfuls of sugar. Fill goblet with 
strong coffee to within one inch of the 
brim. Stir to dissolve sugar. Top off to 
the brim with whipped cream, slightly 
aerated, so that it floats on coffee. N.B. 


—Do not stir after adding cream — 
as the true flavor is obtained by 
drinking the hot coffee and Irish 
whiskey through the coolness of the 
cream.

Kissinger will become a special 
consultant for world affairs with the 
National Broadcasting Co. starting in 
July. 
According to a five-year agreement 
with NBC, Kissinger will appear in one 
television special annually and on an 
undetermined number of interview 
programs. 
“One criticism of television news in 
the past is that it is too superficial,” 
said NBC President Herbert Schlosser 
in a telephone interview Thursday 
from Florida. “This will give us a 
chance to improve our coverage of 
foreign affairs." 
Neither NBC nor the agent of the 
vacationing former secretary of state 
would discuss financial terms.

CLEVELAND (A P/- Dr. Stuart 
K utler of Brecksville Ifs been charged 
with killing 8year-old Arthur Noske, 
whose disappearance ll days ago 
touched off an intense search in the 
Parmatown area. 
Cuyahoga County iheriff’s detec­ 
tives arrested Dr. Kiter Friday night 
and charged him tfth aggravated 
murder after queening Arthur’s 
mother, Ann Noske, 2, for four hours. 
Deputies said Dr. utler, on advice 
from his lawyer, Robert Hanna, 
declined to make ay statement. 
Dr. Kutler was aestioned earlier by 
police and demeoany knowledge of 
Arthur’s disappeaance. 
Detectives san Miss Noske told 
them Dr. Kutler bat the child with his 
fist when they reamed to the home at 
8 p.m. Feb. 7 ad found Arthur wat­ 
ching television Then he was supposed 
to be in bed. 
She was quoti as saying that Kutler 
carried the chil to his room, and when

she checked later she found Arthur 
unconscious and was unable to revive 
him. 
The sheriff’s detectives said Miss 
Noske told them Kutler wrapped the 
boy in a blanket and carried him away 
and that she did not know where the 
body was. 
Originally, Miss Noske told police 
the child disappeared while she was 
shopping at Parmatown shopping 
center. 
Parma 
police and 
volunteers 
searched 
the 
area 
and 
used

helicopter and a scent dog but failed to 


turn up any trace of the child. 
Police said also they had found no 
one who had seen the child in the 
shopping center. 
Miss Noske and Arthur had lived 
with her mother. Helen Noske, on West 
91st Street in Cleveland until they 
moved to Dr. Kutler’s home three 
weeks ago. 
Prior to his arrest, Dr. Kutler told 
newsmen he was prepared to hire 
private investigators to help if police 
couldn’t find the child. 
Deputies said Miss Noske was held 
temporarily in protective custody.

plan. Both factors would tend to favor 
school districts in big cities.

Tillage O perations Could Be Reduced

Fanners are feeling the crunch of 
the present fuel and energy situation. 
Production costs are continuing to rise 
and people concerned with agriculture 
are still looking for ways to reduce fuel 
requirements and production costs. 
Reducing 
the 
present 
tillage 
operations could be a big savings to 
producers. 
"If a farmer is now stalk chopping, 
plowing, disking the plowed ground 
twice, 
and 
then 
harrowing 
or 


smoothing the ground ahead of 
planting — there may be alternative 
operations that will take less fuel, less 
time, maybe less cost, and still result 
in similar or higher yields," says 
William 
G ill, 
farm 
machinery 
specialist at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 
For example, the conventional 
method of chopping the stalk, plowing, 
disking, disking and harrowing, 
planting, spaying, and cultivating 
require an average fuel consumption 
of 7.15 gallons per acre. If the plowing 
was replaced by chiseling and only one 


disking before planting, the fuel 
consumption could be reduced by two 
gallons per acre. By doing an excelent 
job of plowing and going over the 
plowed ground just once with a harrow 
or similar level tool, another half 
gallon of fuel could be saved. Disking 
could replace plowing on some ground. 
This could result in over a 3.5 gallon 
saving of fuel per acre, especially late 
in the season. 
In most cases, the cost of production 
goes down as the number of operations 
go down. 
With the systems just 
mentioned, the cost of tillage could run

Solar energy is a popular subject. 
Diminishing fuel supplies, concern 
over environmental pollution, and the 
high cost of fuel have made Americans 
look toward solar energy as a possible 
source of fuel for heating. 
Small solar heating units have been 
used for a long time to heat homes in 
Japan, Europe, India, Australia, 
Israel, and in southern parts of the 
United States. Solar energy was the 
primary way of heating water in 
southern Florida in the early 20’s and 
30’s. 


The most common type of solar 
heater was the thermosiphon heater, 
says Roger M iller, Agricultural 
Engineer at The Ohio State University. 
This type of heater is made up of a 
solar heat collector that is connected 
by water pipes to a storage tank. The 
collector is located on the roof facing 
south and the tank is placed higher on 
the roof or in the attic. Pumping is not 
required for water circulation because 
the therrnosiphon action moves the 
heated water in the collector up into 
the tank. The water you heat is the 
water you use. 
This system is a direct water heating 
system.

While Ohio farmers set a new record 
in 1976 by producing an average of 101 
bushels per acre in their com fields, 
com hybrids tested in the Ohio Com 
Performance Tests averaged 155 
bushels per acre.

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collector would need to be drained 
when it is used during freezing 
weather, which can be done with 
electric controls. Another way to do 
this is to use the indirect system, which 
circulates an antifreeze water solution 
through the collector and a heat ex­ 
changer in the water tank. 


"This does reduce the efficiency 
some. Solar energy heats the an­ 
tifreeze and it in turn heats the water,” 
Miller explains. 


A small pump could be installed to 
circulate the antifreeze. This permits 
storing the water tank in the basement 
and the solar collector on the roof, or 
on the ground facing south. Therefore, 
the thermosiphon heater can be used in 
the colder climates and in 
any 
location. 


This type of solar heating can be 
applied in heating a house. Heat 
collected from a solar flat plate 
collector, which would circulate a 
heated antifreeze water solution 
through a heat exchanger in a large 
water storage tank, could become a 
source of stored energy. This heat 
might also be pumped directly into the 
house during the day. 


When there is more heat being 
generated than needed, the excess 
goes into storage to help carry 
households through the periods when 
there is no solar energy available. In 
addition to the solar collector and 
storage tank, pumps and controls of 
various types are needed to get the 
proper flow where it is wanted. 


"About one-half to two-thirds of the 
home heating requirements can be 
.supplied by solar energy," says Miller. 
"However, this doesn’t necessarily 
mean ifs economical to go this 
direction at the present time.” 
The biggest problem in adapting 
solar energy to houses is the way they 
are oriented in relation to the southern 
exposure. Placement of the solar 
collector may be difficult. But if the 
roof area is not large enough, the solar 
collectors may be mounted on the 
grounds. 
Solar energy can be used to heat the 
air. A fan circulates air through the 
solar collector and this heated air is 
moved into the house and used when 
needed or placed in storage. A typical 
storage center is the use of a large 
area of crushed rock or stone heated 
by the air. This heated air can be 
circulated through a heat exchanger to 
heat a large storage tank of water. 
You should use the system that is 
most acceptable and has a lower in­ 
stallation cost. But, remember that 
with any type of solar heating system, 
a conventional heating system is 
required to supplement the solar 
energy supply, Miller says. 


from $42 for the conventional to $20 per 
acre for disking, planting, and 
cultivating. 
Under the same assumptions for 
power, labor, and equipment cost, 
using no-till planting would cost $8.50 
plus spray and about 1.2 gallons of fuel 
per acre, as compared to seven gallons 
of fuel per acre for the conventional 
tillage method mentioned earlier. 
□leaper tillage methods will have 
different effects upon yield and net 
income, depending upon soil drainage 
conditions and the closeness of tillage 
to the recommended planting date. 
"On moderately well drained soils, 
the no-till methods has yielded as 
much or more, year after year, on our 
test plots," Gill says. "On poorly 
drained soils, we do not recommend 
no-till planting.” 
However, on all soils - as the planting 
date approaches - it is more profitable 
to use a minimum tillage method that 
will help the farmer get his com 
planted on time than to use the con­ 
ventional plowing method. In the 
Columbus area, there is about 1-3 
bushel loss in yield per acre for each 
day of delay from May 5 to May 20. 
There is about 3 1-3 bushels loss per 
acre each day after May 20. These 
dates might shift south or north of 
Columbus, but the loss relationship 
would be similar. 
(Xher factors could effect fuel 
consumption. Equipment that is in 
poor condition or improperly adjusted 
could 
cause 
higher 
power 
requirements and fuel consumption. 
Wheel slippage, due to too heavy a load 
or not enough weight on the drive 
wheel power unit, can increase the fuel 
consumption by as much as 30 per 
cent.

Conservation planning is making a 
plan to fit your land, according to Don 
Archer, District Conservationist of the 
Soil Conservation Service. 
If you are a farmer, you know that 
your soil is different from any other 
farm. Demands for food and other 
farm products, for production, may 
put equal pressures on many different 
land areas. But production without 
land protection will be short-lived. A 
conservation plan can help you put it 
all together. 
Plans record the land users con­ 
servation decisions and guide the 
annual operation of the farm. Con­ 
sidered in the plan are family needs, 
crop, livestock, woodland and wildlife 
requirements 
and 
market 
op- 
portuniiies. Over half of the Pickaway 
County farmers are farming with a 
conservation plan. 
Improving the environment is an 
importar.t part 
of conservation 
planning. Plans include practices to 
hold water on the land and to provide 
for runoff of excess water without 
damaging trosion. The result is im­ 
proved water quality by reducing silt, 
chemicals, and fertilizers important to 
farmland bu. harmful when washing 
into streams. 
A conservation plan stresses good 
cover on each acre of land. This cover 
can add aesthetically to the land, 
promote wildlife, forages, or crop 
production. But whatever the use, with 
a conservation plan, the land will be 
protected for fa ure use.

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Agriculturalists Are 
Concerned About Fuel 


COLUMBUS — The Agricultural 
Energy Users group met in the office 
of the Ohio Department of Agriculture 
to review the problems of agricultural 
producers and processors associated 
with the energy crisis and the recent 
storm. Eighteen representatives of 
industry and farm organizations were 
present. 


Presently the two primary problems 
of agriculture are supply and delivery 
of fuel and water. Since many food 
processing plants and 
greenhouse 
vegetable producers have converted 
from natural gas to fuel oil or propane, 
the additional demand for these fuels 
has caused distribution 
problems. 
Many fuel oil distributors are using an 
allocation system to stretch their 
supply to as many customers as 
possible. No one is receiving all he 
needs. 


Several communities 
and 
many 
farms are short of water for both 
human needs and livestock. Many 
wells are dry, and there is insufficient 
equipment to deliver all the water that 
is needed. 
W armer weather will 
provide 


temporary relief from some of the 
energy related problems but will not 
solve them. The group is concerned 
about delivery of fuels for spring 
planting, and perhaps the fall harvest 
season when fuels will be needed to dry 
grain. 
The group discussed the long range 
fuel prospects. It becomes clear very 
quickly that in order to prevent a 
continuing energy crisis, Ohio industry- 
must utilize Ohio coal wherever 
possible. There are no alternative 
energy sources available in the short 
term or near future and it is unrealistic 
to believe that we can meet production 
requirem ents by conservation of 
energy alone. Energy experts tell us it 
will be ten or more years before new 
sources of energy are available in 
volume and Ohioans cannot wait that 
long. In the meantime, it would be 
possible to utilize Ohio coal in many 
agricultural industries if air quality 
standards were reviewed and made 
practical for rural environment.

Shopper Shorties: The FTC ordered 
an investigation of whether life in­ 
surance 
companies

customers enough about the cost of 
their policies. “ There’s a great 
potential for consumer savings if 
consumers could compare the cost of 
life insurance policies” said Margaret 
W. Smith, acting director of FTC’s 
Consumer Protection Bureau. Mrs. 
Smith said, “ We found one instance 
where the amount of profit or overhead 
retained by insurance companies 
ranged from $894 to $2,291 on a com­ 
parable insurance policy.” This case 
involved a $25,000 policy that matures 
in 20 years and is bought by a 35-year 
old man. 
In Ins Angeles, a judge ruled that 
Californians have the right to sue for 
damages if credit card companies sell 
their names and addresses for other 
companies mailing lists. This is a 
precedent setting ruling and clears the 
way for trial of a class action suit 
brought against Mobil Oil, Union Oil, 
Texaco, and Shell Oil Companies. 
Both Iowa and New Jersey have 
enacted laws which require life in­ 
surance companies to disclose cost 
figures which will make it easier to 
compare prices of various kinds of 
policies.
